President Johnson has protected one 
of his private creditors in the person

To make 
the boy safe, or nearly so, he has deed­ 
ed to him property in Oas City ^valued 
at about $3.400.

Ih* Plant In PayInir pparatlon— 


Biff Thinff for This City, 


J. J. Milleri president of the board 
of trade, at a meeting of the board 
held last night, detailed a committee to 
;^flo]icit subecriptione of etock for a com- 
jMoy which proposes to establish *a 
inanufaotory in Benton Harbor for pro­ 
ducing the Spaulding gas engine, 
^ a t committee is the same appointed 
by Mr. Miller several weeks ago to 
Investigate a proposition from H. C. 
m n g , who controls the manufacture 
and sale of the Spaulding engine, and 
1b composed of Dr. John Bell, L. O. 
Chatfield. John R. Price, C. M. Edick 
and Milton Hinkley. 


The committee reported last night 
that the Mitchell machine company 
which has a life lease of the patents of 
the Spaulding engine, and is at present 
«ngaged in the manufacture of the 
machines at Kendallville, lad., would 
Bell the rights enjoyed by it in its con­ 
tract with Mr. King for 110,000, and 
that Mr. King proposed that the Ben­ 
ton Harbor company pay him a royalty 
of 10 per cent, on the gross sales of the 
engines. If this proposition was not 
acceptable the Mitchell company agreed 
to bring its plant to Benton Harbor 
and manufacture the engines here for a 
bonus of $16,000. 


The two' propositions had been con­ 
sidered at length, and it was the verdict 
of the committee that tbe former was 
the raost favorable 
Tbe 110,000 pro­ 
position included ail patterns, two or 
three eneines and all the machinery 
used by the Mitciiell company in the 
manufacture of the Spaulding ma­ 
chines. The company surrendered its 
contract with Mr. Kin<r. conveyinji to 
tile Benton Harbor concern the exclu 
Bive control of tbe paients. 


The machinery which 1b included in 
the $10,000 offer is worth between 
1^,000 and $ij,000, and the local com­ 
pany, by getting this*, could commence 
operations within six weeks after clos­ 
ing negotiations, while without the 
machinery six weeks of delay would 
necessarily ensue while the same was 
being made. A copy of the contract 
between the Mitchell machine company 
and Messrs. King and Spaulding was 
read before the members of the board 
of trade last night, and it was readily 
aeen that if the board closed with Mr. 
l^ing it must be through the Mitchell 
peo^e, as they held the exclusive right 
to the use of the patents while tbe 
patents were alive, and without their 
oooBent no other corporation could 
build the engines. Considering the 
value of the engines, the board of trade 
jnembers were disposed to regard the 
$10,000 offer of the Mitchell’s as being 
reaaonable. 


"It was estimated by President Miller 
that 190,000 would be required to start 
the industrv and to raise this amount 
In stock will be the work ofthecom- 
oiittee he detailed last night. It has 
teen ascertained that the Buss build­ 
ing can be purchased for $25,000, with 
a cash payment of $5,000, when j^sses- 
sion of the building was taken. Add 
to the $5,000 the amount asked by the 
Mitchell Machine company and the re­ 
sult is $15,000. It is figured that $15,- 
000 more would lie required to get the 
plant in paying operation, which makes 
a total of $w,000, the stock required to 
be paid in before the Industry can 
Btart. 
Those who have acquainted 
themselves with the engine and are 
financially able are disposed to take 
fitock. They feel confident tbat it would 
develop into a* great industry. 
An 
order for 200 engines can be procured 
of the Lake Shore & Michigan Cen­ 
tral railroad at any ¡time, ^ e com­ 
pany has examined the machine and is 
so taken up with it that it will purchase 
200 for use in the pumping stations 
along its line. 
• 


There is a bigger profit in the manu­ 
facture of the engines than is realized 
in other makes and from the figures 
Bubmitted last night it was the oinnion 
that the stockholders’ investments 
would double in two years. The com 
pany, it is figured, would have to be 
eapftalized at ^,000 
with $30,000 
paid in. 


Tbe conditions of Mr. King’s propo­ 
sition are that Inventor Spaulding be 
given a position at $1,000 per year, and 
that King r^eive a royalty of 10 per 
cent, on the gross sales. Mr. Bpauld 
; Ing is a practical mechanic and his ser­ 
vices in the factory where the engines 
are built is indispensible.

Waa Ono« tha Paator of 
Baptlat Church In Banton 
Harbor. 


Hev. Jabez Snashall] pastor of tbo 
Baptist church in this city 16 years 
ago, was killed in GrandHapids yester> 
day afternoon in a collision with a 
street car. He was riding a bicyclo. 


Mr. Snashall has been building a now 
home on Merritt avenue, off Division 
street just south of Burton avenue in 
Grand Rapids, and yesterday morning 
he made a trip on his wheel out there 
to inspect the new building. 
His wife 
had asked him to bring back with him 
a half-bushel market basket, which 
was at tho new building. Carrying 
this in his left hand as ho rode north 
on South Division street toward his 
home, No. 105 Si.xth avenue. 


The minister was riding along near 
the corner of Elm avenue when a car 
made its appearance going south. The 
bicycle and the car were going at an 
extremely ihoderatc rate of speed, 
especially the former. They met a 
few yards south of the corner of Elm 
avenue. C. C. Whitman saw tho col- 
ision and says there was no stone or 
other impediment to the progress of 
tho bicyclo which should turn its course 
to one side or the other. Neverthe- 
ess, just before the wheel and car 
came abreast of each other the front 
wheel of the bicyclo made a sudden 
and sharp turn to the left and ran 
straight into the vestibule of the car, 
which is a closed one. Passersby im­ 
mediately rushed to the asslstange of 
tne prostrate man. 


Mr. Snashall was hurt nowhere e.x- 
cept on the head. Blood was rushin 
in streams from his mouth and hot' 
ears, from a gash in his forehead and 
from a cut over his left eye. Mr. 
Stephenson, the state Baptist mission­ 
ary, who arrived on the scene, bend­ 
ing over the injured man and holding 
his head, heard him say, **Oh dear m^ 
Oh dear me! this is too bad, this Is too 
bad!” Those were the last words he 
uttered. He lapsed Into unconscious­ 
ness Immediately after and did not re­ 
gain his senses again, breathing his 
last an hour later. 


Carelton Snashall,*only child of the 
deceased, who Is a student in Kalama­ 
zoo college, was notified by wire and 
reached home last evening. 


Mr. Snashall was very ]X)pular In the 
Calvary Baptist church at Grand Ha)}- 
ids. At a meeting of the church soci­ 
ety held only two weeks ago, tho soci­ 
ety voted to retain him another year.
